SPANISH TREATY.

An Ex-Confederate ScoutJDead. 


WASHINGTON, Dee. 25.—Bushrod 


Underwood, who achieved fame as a. 
scout !n the army of Northern Vir- 
ginia, died here today, aged 56 years. 
Many deeds requiring great coolness 
and courage were credited to him by 
General It. B. Lee and Colonel J. S. 
Xlosby uf the Forty-third Virginia cav- 
alry, to which command ho belonged.
